Definitions. In these conditions Glendining & Co., who act only as 
auctioneers and agents, are called “‘Glendining’s”, or “the Auction- 


eers” and the representative of Glendining’s conducting the auction is 
called ‘the auctioneer’. 


Commission. Unless otherwise shown on this form, the commission to 
the vendor for selling is 123%, reducing to 10% on consignments of 


£1,000 or over. For numismatic books the commission is increased to 
Svar 


Minimum Charge. A minimum charge of £15 per lot will be applied 
whether a lot is sold, unsold or withdrawn. 


Unsold lots. If the lot is unsold there will be a charge of 5% [of the last 
bid in the room], or the £15 minimum charge. Any unsold lots may be 
reoffered for sale at the Auctioneers’ discretion and without reserve, 
unless collection has been requested. 


Withdrawal Fee. A withdrawal fee on lots withdrawn prior to the sale 
is charged at 10% of the reserve or, where no reserve had been stated, 
10% of the estimated auction value as assessed by the specialist staff of 
Glendining’s, in their absolute discretion. 


Illustration Fees. Illustrations are charged at £7.50 per crown-sized 
coin or smaller. Larger coins, commemorative or war medals, etc., will 
be charged at £80 per plate, £40 per half-plate, or by proportion. 
Colour plates will be charged at the current rate. 


Insurance. All goods will be held insured unless otherwise instructed 
in writing — see Clause 14 below. 

(The above charges are subject to Value Added Tax) 
Glendining’s reserve the right to allocate proceeds from the sale of 
goods referred to in this contract to any outstanding purchases in the 
name of the Vendor, and which have not been paid for in accordance 
with our standard conditions of sale. 

All goods will be sold without reserve unless otherwise stated. It is the 
responsibility of the vendor to communicate instructions as regards 
reserves to the Auctioneers. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS OF SALE 


General. (a) All sales made by Glendining’s, both by auction and 
private treaty, are subject to the law of the country in which the sale 
takes place. For the avoidance of doubt, all sales in England are subject 
to English law and any litigation will be dealt with through English 
courts. 

(b) Unless stated otherwise on this form, the Vendor warrants to 
Glendining’s that he posseses a marketable title free from encum- 
brances in all goods which he instructs Glendining’s to sell and is 
deemed to instruct as an individual on his own behalf. 


Catalogues. Whilst Glendining’s make every effort to ensure the 

accuracy of their catalogues and the description of any lot:— 

(a) Each lot as set out in the catalogue or as divided or combined with 
any other lot or lots is sold by the vendor will all faults, imperfec- 
tions and errors of descriptions. 

(b) Glendining’s do not accept responsibility for the authenticity, attri- 
bution, genuineness, origin, authorship, date, age, period, con- 
dition or quality of any lot. 

(c) All statements whether printed in the catalogue or made orally as to 
any of the matters set out in (b) above are statements of opinion 
only and are not to be taken as being or implying any warranties or 
representations of fact by Glendining’s. 


Copyright. (a) The text of all Glendining’s catalogues is subject to 

Glendining’s copyright and must not be reproduced in any form nor 

entered into a retrieval system except by Glendining’s express consent. 

(b) The Vendor authorises Glendining’s to commission and publish in 
its catalogues photographs or illustrations of his objects so far as 
Glendining’s in their absolute discretion think advisable. The cost of 
such photographs or illustrations shall (unless otherwise agreed) be 
payable by the Vendor but copyright therein shall vest in Glendin- 
ing’s whose use of such photographs or illustrations shall not be 
limited to the purposes of sale. ' 

(c) Where the Vendor himself provides photographs or illustrations for 
publication in catalogues, Glendining’s use of them shall be res- 
tricted to the purposes of sale; the Vendor shall further be deemed 
(i) to warrant to Glendining’s that the use of such illustrations or 
photographs is authorised by the copyright owner (if any) thereof 
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and (ii) to indemnify Glendining’s against any claim or costs 
arising from the wrongful or allegedly wrongful use by Glendining’s 
thereof. 


The Auction. (a) The Auctioneer has absolute discretion to divide any 
lot, to combine any two or more lots or to withdraw any lot or lots from 
the sale, to refuse bids and regulate bidding without in any case giving 
any reason or without previous notice. He may bid on behalf of the 
Vendor for all goods which are being offered subject to reserve or at the 
Auctioneer’s discretion. 

(b) The highest bidder shall be the buyer. The Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion determine the advance of bidding or refuse a bid. If 
during the auction the Auctioneer considered that a dispute has 
arisen, he has absolute discretion to settle it or to re-offer the lot. 

(c) Each lot is put up for sale subject to any reserve price placed by the’ 
vendor.

Rescission Notwithstanding any other terms of these Conditions, if 
within fourteen days after the sale Glendining’s have received from the 
buyer of any lot notice in writing that in his view the lot is a deliberate 
forgery and within twenty-one days after such notification the buyer 
returns the same to Glendining’s in the same condition as at the time of 
sale and by producing evidence, the burden of proof to be upon the 
Buyer, satisfies Glendining’s that considered in the light of the entry in 
the catalogue the lot is a deliberate forgery, then the sale of the lot will 
be rescinded and the purchase price of the same refunded. The Vendor 
agrees to be bound by Glendining’s decision and agrees to refund any 
amounts received by them from Glendining’s in respect of that lot. In 
the case of any misdescription by the Vendor or where a lot is shown to 
be a deliberate forgery Glendining’s shall not be liable to the Vendor 
for any loss arising from the recission of a contract for sale. 


Default Glendining’s disclaim responsibility for default by either the 
Buyer or the Vendor because they act as auctioneers only and therefore 
do not pay out to the Vendor until payment is received from the Buyer. 
Instructions given by telephone are accepted at the sender’s risk and 
must be confirmed in writing forthwith. 


Third Party Liability. Every person on Glendining’s premises at any 
time shall be deemed to be there at his own risk. He shall have no claim 
against Glendining’s in respect of any accident which may occur or 
injury, damage or loss howsoever caused, save in so far as the injury, 
damage or loss shall be caused by the negligence of Glendining’s 
employees. 


VENDORS CONDITIONS 
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Instructions As Glendining’s are auctioneers, all goods delivered to 
Glendining’s premises will be deemed to be delivered for sale by 
auction unless otherwise stated in writing and will be catalogued and 
sold at Glendining’s discretion and accepted by Glendining’s subject to 
all the Sale Conditions. By delivering the goods to Glendining’s for 
inclusion in their auction sales each Vendor acknowledges that he or 
she has accepted and agreed to be bound by all these Conditions. 


Collections and returns. Glendining’s do not themselves usually 
undertake the collection or return of goods but will, if requested in 
writing, instruct a contractor on the Vendor’s behalf in their capacity as 
agents of the Vendor.

14(a) below. 
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Storage (a) Glendining’s reserve the right charge for the storage on 

their own premises or elsewhere of goods delivered to them for sale and 

which have been withdrawn from sale by the Vendor and will make a 

minimum charge at £1 plus VAT per lot per day for such storage. This 

charge shall be made at Glendining’s discretion. 

(b) Where goods are submitted to Glendining’s otherwise than pur- 
suant to a formally documented contract for sale by auction or for 
valuation they will be stored entirely at the owner’s risk and a 
charge of £1 per lot per day plus VAT will be made to the owner. 

(c) Vendors will also be charged at the above rate for the storage of 
goods left on the premises if, the Vendor having been requested by 
Glendining’s to remove them for whatever reason, the goods are 
not so removed within seven days. 


Right to Sell If the goods are not removed within seven days of a 
request from Glendining’s that they be so. Glendining’s reserve the 
right to sell the goods to defray all amounts due from the vendor 
including storage charges. 


Insurance 

Unless otherwise instructed in writing all goods on Glendining’s prem- 
ises and in their custody will be held insured against the risks of fire, 
burglary, water damage and accidental breakage or accidental damage. 
For arranging this insurance Glendining’s will charge 10p for each £10 
or part of £10 of the value insured. The value of the goods so covered 
shall be the net amount realised, where items have been sold and in all 
other cases that value which the specialised staff of Glendining’s shall in 
their absolute discretion estimate to be the auction value of such goods, 
nett of any charges payable after auction. 

Where the owner has given written instructions that items are not to be 
covered by Glendining,s insurance, Glendining’s shall not be respon- 
sible for damage to or the loss, theft or destruction of any goods not so 
insured. 

In respect of any article delivered to Glendining’s, if the Vendor has in 
force a policy or policies of insurance in which the article is specifically 
mentioned as being insured, whether or not for an agreed sum or value, 
the Vendor shall notify his insurers of and shall himself note Glen- 
dining ’s interest as bailees in such policy or policies. 


Reserves 

All goods are put up for sale WITHOUT RESERVE unless instruc- 

tions (preferably in writing) as to reserve are received by the Auction- 

eer prior to the commencement of the sale, it being the responsility of 
the Vendor to ensure that the Auctioneer receive’s such instructions. 

All reserves are confidential between the Vendor and the Auctioneer. 

In the event of a lot remaining unsold at auction. Glendining’s shall be 

empowered, provided the lot remains in their custody and is not 

withdrawn from sale by the Vendor:—

Inspection Each buyer by making a bid for a lot acknowledges that he 
has satisfied himself fully before bidding by inspection or otherwise as 
to all the Sale Conditions the physical condition of and description of

Property and Risk Legal title will not pass to the buyer until the lot(s) 
has been paid for in full and the Auctioneers shall be entitled to a lien 
on any lot sold until the purchase price (as defined in 23 below) is paid 
in full but each lot is at the sole risk of the buyer from the fall of the 
hammer.

And as with the sales of the Exeter 
and Barnstaple coins, Dr. Ian Stewart has once again found time to write 
an introduction to the mints and their moneyers.

INTRODUCTION 


THE MINTS OF TOTNES AND LYDFORD AND 
THEIR MONEYERS 
by The Rt. Hon. Ian Stewart 


When earlier parts of the Brettell collection of coins of Devon were sold 
(Glendining, 28 Oct. 1970 and 18 June 1975), the catalogues contained by 
way of introduction some comments on the mints of Exeter and Barn- 
staple, respectively the greatest and the least of the four Anglo-Saxon 
burhs in the county. Now that the coins of the second- and third-ranking 
mints of Devonshire are to be dispersed, it may be convenient to complete 
the picture with some remarks about the coins and moneyers of Totnes and 
Lydford. In the table of moneyers B indicates that the type is represented 
in this collection; references for all the other entries are given in the text. A 
am most grateful to Dr. Kenneth Jonsson and Dr. Gay van der Meer for 
references to certain items in Swedish hoards or collections. 

Totnes (TOTTANAES, TOTNESE, etc.) lies on the west bank of the 
River Dart, some 25 miles to the south and west of Exeter, and (apart 
possibly from GOTHABURGH) was the most southerly place in England 
to have a mint. Lydford (normally LYDANFORD in Anglo-Saxon times, 
but occasionally with the aspirate, LHYD- or HLYD-) occupies a strategic 
position, again some 25 miles from Exeter, above a gorge followed by the 
River Lyd, on the western edge of Dartmoor, where metal was mined from 
an early period. Coins of Totnes are known from the 950’s to the 1020’s, 
and again briefly for a few years around 1100. Those of Lydford run from 
the 970’s to about 1050. There was a substantial increase in minting in 
Devon during the Hand types, but coins of Totnes and Lydford earlier than 
this, or from after the reign of Aethelred I, are all rare or very rare. In 
each case there are a number of names which are duplicated at Exeter or 
other Devon mints, and these are noticed in the paragraphs below, 
although for a fuller discussion reference should be made to the introduc- 
tion to the Exeter catalogue. In a few cases the observations below add to 
the information on this topic collected in the Exeter catalogue, but I have 
not felt it necessary to repeat here all the evidence or argument, since it is 
now much better established than it was in 1970 that as a matter of course 
moneyers were apt to officiate at two or more mints in their area. 

Two coins are known of the reign of Athelstan (924-39) of the Circum- 
scription Cross type by a moneyer Beorhtulf (the name occurs also at Bath) 
from a mint named as Darent Urb, which has been seen as a place on the 
River Dart, if not Totnes itself, perhaps Dartington two miles up river. But 
the Totnes mint signature is clearly recorded on a coin of Eadwig (955—9) 
by the moneyer WYNSTAN (BMS 853). This is again of the Circumscrip- 
tion Cross type, which is also found of Totnes under Edgar, together with 
the pre-reform Bust Crowned type. The coins of the latter type are clearly 
of the moneyer Burhstan. The unique Edgar CC coin (lot 469) apparently 
reads BVHSTAN, probably indicating the same moneyer, rather than 
PVNSTAN (for WYNSTAN). Wynstan, however, was still in circulation 
in Edgar’s reign, being the moneyer of the unique coin of his Reform type 
(Montagu 730), as well as of the (also probably unique) Totnes coin of 
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Edward the Martyr in this sale (lot 471). Burhstan, on the other hand, 
reappears in the reign of Aethelred at Exeter. 

MANNA is the only moneyer known at Totnes in the First Small Cross 
type (B.M.) of Aethelred, and he continued to coin there in the First and 
Second Hand types and in Crux. He is also known of the Second Hand type 
at Exeter, where he seems to have returned from Long Cross onwards. 

The only other Totnes moneyers known in First Hand are DODDA 
(Glasgow 807, Copenhagen 1258), who is also recorded for Second Hand 
and Crux, and HUNEWINE (Klockarebacken hoard), who continued into 
Crux (Hildebrand 3854) at Totnes and who also features at Exeter, 
Ilchester, Watchet, Axbridge and Lydford under Aethelred and Cnut. The 
very rare name Hunewine occurs in documents of the late 10th and early 
11th centuries connected with Devonshire, in one of which he is described 
as minister, i.e. King’s thegn (Revue Numismatique 1988, p.170). 

In Second Hand there is one new Totnes moneyer, WULFGAR, known 
only in this type (Copenhagen 1695). 

In the Crux type, three new names appear, Aelfstan, Byrhtwine and 
Godwine. BYRHTWINE is known of this type alone (Cop. 1256) at 
Totnes, but later at Lydford. AELFSTAN, at Totnes in Crux and Long 
Cross, and GODWINE, in Crux (Cop. 1260), Long Cross and Helmet 
(Cop. 1262), are names that are found at this period also at both Exeter 
and Lydford. 

WULFMAER is a new name at Totnes in Long Cross, but he had been 
at Barnstaple in Crux and then occurs at Gothaburh in Long Cross, 
Helmet, Last Small Cross and Cnut’s Quatrefoil, and finally at Exeter in 
Quatrefoil. 

BYRHFERTH was the only new moneyer at Totnes in Helmet (Hild. 
3837 and 4383), a very rare type at this mint, but he had struck in previous 
types at Exeter. Like Byrhferth, the two moneyers at Totnes in Aeth- 
elred’s Last Small Cross type also appeared at this mint only in one issue. 
GODA, however, whose career ran from early in Aethelred’s reign to late 
in Cnut’s, is a name also found in Devon at Exeter and Lydford and 
outside the county at Gothaburh, Cadbury, Ilchester and Shaftesbury. 
HUNEMAN does not appear elsewhere in Aethelred’s reign, but the name 
is found at Exeter in the last type of Cnut. 

Five moneyers are recorded at Totnes under Cnut, each in a single type 
only, and none of them in the last of the three types of the reign. Of the 
Quatrefoil moneyers, LEOFGAR is not a name found elsewhere, but 
THURGOD may have come from Exeter where he issued the same type 
and the previous one. AELFWINE struck the Pointed Helmet type at 
TOtnes, and various types from Helmet of Aethelred to Arm-and-Sceptre of 
Harthacnut at Shaftesbury, Cadbury, Bruton, Ilchester, Exeter and Lyd- 
ford. SAEWINE struck the same type at Totnes (BMC 546) but most of his 
coins are of Exeter from Last Small Cross of Aethelred to Cnut’s Pointed 
Helmet, or of Lydford; again, this is a name found at the same period at 
Shaftesbury. WULFWERD, the third Totnes moneyer in Pointed Helemet, 
occurs in the same type at Exeter. At Totnes he is represented by a normal 
coin (Cop. 3897) and by a variety with no sceptre (represented in this sale, 
lot 500, and also in Copenhagen, nos. 3896 and 4222), on which the mint 
name has been altered from that of Exeter to Totnes and so misled 
Hildebrand into postulating a mint at Totleigh, Derbyshire. 
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The last Anglo-Saxon moneyer at Totnes was FEREMAN, who is 
recorded from one coin of Harold I’s Jewel Cross type (Stockholm) and 
two of Harthacnut, one of the Jewel Cross type in the name of Cnut (Cop. 
3890), the other of Harthacnut’s sole reign, of the Arm-and-Sceptre type, 
again in the name of Cnut (Hild. 3565). 

No Totnes coins are known of Edward the Confessor, Harold II or 
William I. But the mint was reopened c.1090, perhaps because of the 
closure of the recently reopened Barnstaple mint, with a moneyer 
DUNINC in the second type of William II (lot 501; see also Oxford 185), 
and in the first type of Henry I (York 1244). Some time thereafter this 
moneyer appears to have moved to Exeter. The only other Norman 
moneyer recorded of Totnes is ETMAER in type III of William II, one of 
whose extremely rare coins is represented in this sale (lot 502). 

The earliest coins attributable to Lydford are those of Edward the 
Martyr by the moneyer AETHERED. He is also known for the First Hand 
type of Aethelred. Neither this moneyer, nor any other, is yet recorded for 
the Reform type of Edgar or the First Small Cross of Aethelred, but the 
fact that four specimens are known of the Martyr suggests that either or 
both of these other reigns may well turn up. 

Aethered was accompanied or followed in First Hand by GODWINE, 
who also struck Second Hand and Crux at this mint. The four Crux coins of 
Godwine, in the British Museum, Hild. 3064, Cop. 989, and Brettell lot 
436, are all of the very early variety with right-facing bust, described as type 
Cc by Hildebrand, although they are not Benediction Hand/Crux mules, 
but very early specimens of the Crux type proper. In the Numismatic 
Chronicle for 1971 (pp. 237-42) I have suggested that these coins should be 
labelled as type Ccii, and that they may be compared with the Crux coin 
with right-facing bust of Exeter (Hild. 4353), designated type Cciii, which 
differs in its drapery from type Ccii, but also must come right at the 
beginning of the Crux type. Godwine may have come to Lydford from 
Exeter in the First Hand type and then transferred to Totnes in Crux. 

Godwine’s replacement at Lydford in the Crux type was GODA, who 
also struck Long Cross, Helmet (info. K. Jonsson), Last Small Cross and 
Quatrefoil (Stora Sojdeby hoard) at the same mint, as well as many other 
types at Exeter, Totnes and other West Country mints under Aethelred 
and Cnut (see above). 

The name AELFSTAN appears at Lydford in the Long Cross type only, 
having been at Totnes in this and the previous type, and at Exeter in 
several types up to and including Crux. 

The other new Lydford moneyer in the Long Cross type was BRUNA 
(BMC 284). There is a possibility that he was the same man as Brun, who 
accounted for First Hand coins of Exeter and Launceston, but there is a 
gap in Second Hand and Crux, and Bruna continued into the reign of Cnut. 
He was the only Lydford moneyer in Aethelred’s Helmet type (very rare 
here as at Totnes), and his coins of the Quatrefoil issue of Cnut are of the 
rare variety with trefoils instead of the usual pellets on the cusps of the 
reverse quatrefoil, Hildebrand type Ei (Cop. 3102), which was also used by 
three moneyers at Exeter and one at Barnstaple. 

AETHESTAN occurs only in the Last Small Cross type (Hild. 84, 
“Bedford”, and 3029) at Lydford, but also in the same type at Exeter. 

The other new names in the Last Small Cross type (the most abundant 
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type of this mint) are Byrhtwine and Godric. BY RHTWINE (Karls hoard, 
etc.) had been at Totnes in Crux. GODRIC is also known for Quatrefoil of 
Cnut and possibly Short Cross of the same reign (Hild. 2461, ““London’’). 
The name is not found at the other Devon mints at this period. 

Two new moneyers in the Quatrefoil type of Cnut were HUNEWINE, 
whose Lydford coin (Hild. 2509) shares an obverse die with a coin of 
Ilchester (Hild. 3589), and SAEWINE. Hunewine (Hild. 2510) and Saew- 
ine (Cop. 3108) both also struck Cnut’s Pointed Helmet type at Lydford, 
and as already noted these two moneyers were also active at Exeter and 
Totnes, Saewine at Shaftesbury, and Hunewine at several other south- 
western mints. 

The last of the Cnut moneyers of Lydford were Eadwine and Wicing in 
the Short Cross type. WICING (Cop. 3109) does not appear otherwise in 
the area at this period, but is is found at Exeter in the eighth of Edward the 
Confessor’s ten types, Hammer Cross, some 25 or 30 years later. EDWINE 
was an Exeter moneyer in Short Cross, which supports the attribution of lot 
467 with this name reading LVD or LYD to Lydford rather than to London 
as in BMC (no. 440). 

Although coinage continued at Lydford for some years after the death of 
Cnut it was on a very small scale and the coins are even rarer than those of 
Cnut. The moneyer AELFRIC first appears in the Jewel Cross type, both 
for Harold I (Hild. 759) and for Harthacnut in the name of Cnut (Oxford 
738). Mr. Seaby (BNJ XXVIII, p.143) also records this moneyer in the 
Arm-and-Sceptre type of Harthacnut, again in the name of Cnut. This is 
entirely possible since he is the sole moneyer at Lydford in the first four 
types of Edward the Confessor, Pacx, Radiate (Hild. 590), Trefoil-Quadri- 
lateral (Stockholm) and Small Flan (Cop. 1127, BMC 812 and Hild. 407, 
“London’’). Aelfric also struck coins of Edward the Confessor at Exeter 
and Barnstaple, continuing for four types longer than his last known issue 
at Lydford. In company with Wicing he witnessed a Devon document in 
1046. 

Aelfric is now known in the Fleur-de-lys type of Harold I but there is a 
Lydford coin of this type in the British Museum by the moneyer AELF- 
WINE. This moneyer is also known at Lydford in the Arm-and-Sceptre 
type of Harthacnut in the name of Cnut (Cop. 3101), as well as at Totnes, 
Exeter and Somerset mints in the period from the 1020’s to the 1040's.
